• ARTHUR "OTTS” ZAHN, the University’s basket- 
ball coach, who Is temporarily unable to be with the 
Colonials due to illness, has a record which, we think, 
is worth mentioning here. The guy’s G. W. through 
and through. 

Coming up Irom Eastern High school here in the 
District ol Columbia to play with Colonial basketball 
aquads from 1930 through 1933, Zahn distinguished 
himsell as an excellent shot and capable defense man. 

He captained the 1932-33 team, and played infield 
spots lor the Colonial baseball team. Upon graduation 
he became a standout with the Washington Brewers 
In the Americail Basketball League. 

In 1935 he returned to the University as frosh 
coach and assistant varsity mentor. Assistant Coach 
George "Jug” Garber was a mcm'ber ol a Zahn fresh- 
man squad. Zahn became head basketball coach in 
1942, and during that first year as head man, coached 
hla team to the Southern Conference crown, upsetting 
highly favored Duke, 56-40, in the tourney finals. ’The 
most amazing part ql this triumph was the fact that 
he was only a part-time coach and could devote only 

• lew hours in the evenings to his coaching job. 

In the summer ol 1947, Otts became full-time 
baseball and basketball coach. The immediate result 
wag an excellent coiii^ season ending with a record ol 
19 wins and 6 losses, and an amazing baseball year 
that saw our diamond squad receive a bid to the NCAA 
District Three Tournament in Charlotte, N. C., where 
they were nosed out in the finals by a powerful North 
CarpHna Squad. 

In five years as head coach, Zahn’s teams have 
won 64 ol the 91 games on their schedule, an average 
slightly better than 70 per cent. Never having had a 
laattig team, Zahn can certainly lay claim to one ol the 
Attest coaching records in this area. 

I Coach 'Zahn chose Jug Garber to take over while 
h* is away. With the worit that Otts has put into the 
Colonial sqoad through the nine Zahnmen who remain 
Arom last season, and .with "Jug” Garber coaching the 
team in his absence, Otts Zahn should see another 
wlming seaaon chalked up lor the G. W. he loves so
